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Shortly after the arrive] of the Greek 9 Division in the Peloponnesus, 

3 Rebel Division was orcersd to withdrew toward the Mainalon, Parnon and 
Taigotos areas under cover of small, d detachments numbering 
approximately 1,150 men plus an unspe mumber of Civil Guards 

(Laiked Politophylakoi ) whose instructions were to delay the Greek aray 

in the coastal and plair: ereas for as long as possible. A force of about 
1,000 men under the comand of Kapetanios Zacharias was split up into 
groups of 50 men and detailed to pin dow units of the Greek Army along 
the Corinth-Patras-Pyrgos railroad line (Achala~Elia and Olympia provinces), 
and a task force of about 150 xen under Kapetanios Chrysanthakopoulos was 
erdered to keep open the gap between Akrata and Derveni to secure. 
3 Division line of retreat if evacuation became necessary. 


In accordance with « Folitbure decision, Party political organizations in 
‘rebel areas were incorporated into the Rebel. Army; the Regional Comittee 
of the Peloponnesus, therefore, ceased to exist as a separate organization 
and now forma the political branch of 3 Rebel Division headquarters. Party 
political organizations in areas under Greek Army contro]. were not affected 
by this order. 


On 19 December 1918 the political branch of 3 Rebel Division detailed the 
following duties to all Party political organizations in the Peloponnesus: 


a Collection of intelligence on Greek Army movements. 

bo Acquisition of civilian clothing and identity cards for Rebel arny 
members forced to taxe refuge in the towns. Stores of food to be 
accumulated for the same purpose. : 


Ge Organization of evacuation facilities in coastal areas through contacts 
in shipping or motor firns. 


d. Rebel Army refugees in toms and villages to be given every assistance 
in informing saboteur and «sniper groups. 


e. Dissemination of defeatist propaganda and alarmist reports among the 
local population. 
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£. Exploitation of discor:.ant arising from the Greek Aray's security 
measures and mass arrest. 
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& Infiltration of Party ections into all refugee camps and organizations, 


ke On 20 December 1948 the foligwing instructions were received by the City 
Comaittee of Mesolongicn wiich is under the jurisdiction of the Provincial 
Comnittes of Attoloakarnenias 


a., Contact was to be immediately established with the Commrist organization 
of Naupaktoas with whow érrangenents were to be made to Secure safe ‘ 
houses ard transit routes along the coast, and especially at Eupalion, 
Daphni, Antirion, éryoueri, Platanos, Agios~Denetrios and Paliovouna. 


b. Phese places were then t@ be guarded by small detachments of Party or 
Rebel Army members who ‘sould deal with the reception of evacuated man 
from the Peloponnesus vio had been ordered to join 2 Division in 
Sterea Zllada. 


Ce Ample medical supplies aqd an experienced mrsing staff were to be held 
ready to deal with the casualties evacuated to western Sterea, Special 
hide-outs for the more s@riously wounded were to be secured, 


@. Stocks of food were to ba collected to supply casual ties and evacuated 
troops in transit. 


6. Small boats or skifi's were, therefore, to be purchased and made 
avellable to 3 Division at short notice, 


5. Steps were immediately taken to implement these instructions, and it was 
agreed that the City Committee of Mesolongion would undertake to provide 
food, medical supplies » and aersing personnel, while the Communist or~ 
ganization of Maupaktos would provide the evacuation fleet, 


6. In a review of the Party political and military situation in the Peloponnesus 
"at the end of December 1948, Panagiota Glannaropoulou (member of the former 
Regional Committee for the Peloponnesus) gave the following details:

ad. Trades Unions: Jt had proved difficult to bring workers out on strike, 
Some degree of influence had been obtained among builders and tobacco 
workers at Agrinion, shoemgkers in Aitolikon, fishermen, bakery-workers, 
shoemakers, and builders in Mesolongion. This, however, was because of 
the efforts of the local branches of the "Free Trades Union Movemen" 
(Kinema Eleutherou Syndikalssmou - KES) than to the work on the Party 
factions.

Arreste; 300’ Party uexbers had so far been arrested az a result of 
Aray'e dyive, ané Christos Karagiamnis (member of the Pro- 
vineial Committee of Achaig, leader of the Qh's in Patras and liaison 
between the City Camittee of Patras and the Rebel army formation in 
Acheia) had been killed in a battle with the police in Patras.
